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wondering whether we’re accusing 
Brown of taking money from corrupt 
sources. We tell them we don’t know 
— and that’s the whole problem.”’ 

If any of those reporters were from 
the San Francisco daily papers, their 
questions didn’t translate into news 
stories. But then, the Examiner and 
Chronicle have ignored a lot of the 
news that came out of the con- 
vention. Perhaps most remarkably, 
the dailies totally blacked out Jesse 
Jackson’s speech to the convention. 
Jackson mesmerized the crowd and 
made some interesting political points 
— but other than a few quick clips on 
the evening TV news shows, the San 
Francisco media never bothered to 
report it. 

The delegates at the convention 
were talking about Brown’s campaign 
finances, too — and one of them told 
us a fascinating tale of where the 
former governor’s money actually 
came from. Our convention coverage 
begins on page 15. 

Meanwhile, back in San Francisco, 
a major battle is brewing over 
vacancy control — that is, rent 
controls on vacant apartments. 
Supervisor Harry Britt is planning to 
introduce a vacancy control bill 
sometime this spring, and the land- 
lords are working overtime to keep it 
from passing. 

A key figure in the battle is Terence 
Hallinan, this week’s cover boy. 
Hallinan ran for supervisor as a 
strong supporter of vacancy control 
—.but now the Fair Political Practices 
Commission says he may not be able 
to vote on the legislation. The 
problem: Hallinan until recently was 
the beneficiary of a family trust that 
included some rental property. 

In other words, Hallinan was almost 
a landlord — and landlords aren’t sup- 
posed to vote on tenant issues. But the 
conflict of interest law has been turned 
on its head in this case — Hallinan 
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studio apartments or 
for a second 
bedroom!

wants to vote against the landlord in- 
terest, and in favor of the tenants — 
and the FPPC says he can’t do so. 

There might be six votes in favor of 
Britt’s legislation even without 
Hallinan — but there might not. And 
if it’s close (as these things often are) 
the landlords will no doubt demand 
that Hallinan refrain from voting. 
And under current board rules, an 
abstention counts as a vote against 
vacancy control. 

Hallinan, of course, could just go 
ahead and vote his conscience — and 
see if anybody decides to prosecute 
him. Hallinan, as Jim Balderston 
points out in this issue, isn’t ruling 
that out. To vote in a case of conflict 
would be a misdemeanor, Hallinan 
told Balderston. ‘‘And it wouldn’t be 
the first one I’ve committed.”

The Jack Davis conflict 


portrayed himself as a ‘‘good government’’ 

politician, a principled fiscal conservative 
who crusades to protect the taxpayer against gov- 
ernment waste and fraud and public servants who 
violate the public trust. 

That’s why it’s especially disturbing to see 
Kopp’s chief of staff, Jack Davis, supplementing 
his $50,000-a-year state salary with a $1,500-a- 
month retainer as a consultant to the Coalition for 
Better Housing, a San Francisco landlords’ group 
that is lobbying against vacancy control. 

Davis is not the first legislative aide who has 
taken outside political consulting work. Richie 
Ross, Speaker Willie Brown’s former chief of 
staff, did the same thing for years. And the Fair 
Political Practices Commission says it’s not illegal. 

It is, however, sleazy. At best, it raises questions 
about Davis’s loyalty, and at worst, it puts Kopp in 
a potentially compromised position. 

Kopp, for example, endorsed and voted for 
Supervisor Harry Britt’s vacancy control measure 
in 1984, The Coalition for Better Housing fought 
it. If the same measure came up this year, would 
Davis urge Kopp to use his substantial political 
clout to oppose it? Probably. Would Kopp go

. along? Possibly. After all, Kopp relies on his chief 


of staff for political advice — if he didn’t, he 
wouldn’t have Davis on the payroll. 

Would Davis’s dual position represent a conflict 
of interest? Almost certainly. Without a doubt, the 
situation would create the appearance of a conflict 
— something Kopp has always said public officials 
should avoid. 

Kopp has blasted Willie Brown and other leading 
Democrats for conflicts of interest. He has spon- 
sored legislation curtailing some serious conflict of 
interest and campaign finance abuses on both the 
state and local level. 

Kopp told us he was unaware of Davis’s outside 
employment, and that he would have to approve 
any such arrangement. Davis has acknowledged 
that he works for the coalition, and maintains that 
Kopp knew all about it (see story, page 17). 

Either way, it’s time for the arrangement to end. 
Davis should decide whether to put his talents to 
work for Senator Kopp, or for the Coalition for 
Better Housing. If he refuses to make that choice, 
Kopp should make it for him. The current arrange- 
ment compromises Davis, Kopp and the good gov- 
ernment agenda the senator has spent so much of 
his career pursuing. 


PG&E’s deputy mayor

HILE MAYOR Agnos floats out the word 
that everybody in town must pull in their 
belts and take some big cuts in services 
because of yet another annual budget deficit, he 
puts PG&E’s Gayle Orr-Smith in the Mayor’s Of- 
fice as the next deputy mayor for public safety. 
After helping PG&E roll its $4 billion sellout 
contracts through City Hall without a fight or.an 
adequate explanation, after allowing PG&E to get 
another $20 million a year from the city in un- 
needed wheeling insurance, after allowing PG&E 
to lock in the city’s only major new potential 
source of revenue for another 30 years, after selling 
out the constituency that elected him and starting 
to take money from PG&E ($5,000 to the ‘‘Friends 
of Agnos’’ committee, obviously a down payment 
on a continuing PG&E gusher), Agnos has now 
committed yet another unpardonable blunder in 
the era of AIDS needs, budget deficits and massive 
service cuts. 


He’s put PG&E’s woman, a PG&E corporate 
security representative, in the Mayor’s Office at a 
nifty $86,000 a year. 

Thus Agnos is putting out the message with a 
panoply of trumpets: no cuts for PG&E and the big 
Chamber of Commerce companies who have 
largely created the enormous budget deficits. No 
serious search for new sources of revenue from 
PG&E and the big Chamber companies for the 
enormous costs of servicing the Manhattanization 
that ex-mayor Feinstein and her predecessors im- 
posed on the city. No serious moves to 
municipalize PG&E or make PG&E and down- 
town pay their fair share of Manhattanization, 
through higher assessments and big-business taxes. 

Let us repeat: the mayor is telling the Muni riders, 
the people who desperately need health services, the 
kids who need recreation services, to go to hell. And 
he is ushering PG&E into the Mayor’s Office to help 
PG&E perpetuate the 76-year-old, $165-million-a- 
year PG&E/City Hall/Raker Act Scandal. 

PS1: Yes, Gayle Orr-Smith may be a perfectly competent deputy 
mayor to replace Hadley Roff. She’s done some good work on the 
Police Commission and often has said the right things on the Dolores 
Huerta case. So, let’s ran the PG&E litmus test: Will Orr-Smith and 
Agnos publicly say and publicly work to push seriously a feasibility 
study to buy out PG&E and bring Hetch Hetchy power back to San 


Francisco as the city’s only major new potential revenue source? 
Why not? 


Congratulations, Ron 


VERY NOW and then, the progressive agenda 

gets a big boost from the old, conservative con- 

gressional seniority system. The most recent 
example took place earlier this month, when East 
Bay Congressman Ron Dellums became chairman 
of the Armed Services Research and Development 
Subcommittee (see story, page 8). 

We suspect the military-industrial complex 
wasn’t too happy about the idea of Ron Dellums 
(whom Spiro Agnew once called ‘‘the most dan- 
gerous man in Congress”’) heading a committee that 
controls $41 billion a year in critical military R&D 
outlays. But Dellums has worked hard to demon- 
strate his integrity and competence to his col- 
leagues on Armed Services, and although most of 
them don’t agree with his politics, they went along 
with the seniority system and gave him a top- 
ranking post. 

Dellums has his work cut out for him. He’ll be 
responsible for the oversight of programs like the 
Strategic Defense Initiative, better known as Star 
Wars, and the development of ‘‘exotic’’ biologi- 
cal, chemical and electronic weapons. As his aide, 
Lee Halterman, told us, Dellums will be in a posi- 


tion to ask, ‘‘Just what war are you going to fight 
with that weapon?”’ 

Curtailing the waste of scarce federal funds on 
bizarre, inhumane weapons that have no defensive 
rationale and that provide the United States with 
destabilizing first-strike capability should be on the 
top of Dellums’ priority list. But we hope he’ll go 
beyond that. 

Military research and development money 
should not go just to weapons systems. Some 
should go to study and develop plans for phasing 
out weapons and converting much of the military 
economy to peacetime use. From Maine to the 
Presidio, military bases are slated for closure — and 
the federal government should take responsibility 
for helping the displaced military and civilian 
employees to find jobs and job training. If the na- 
tion wants to recover its sanity and begin dis- 
mantling the Reagan military buildup, even more 
conversion planning will be needed. 

Dellums has always been a leading advocate of 
peacetime conversion. Now he has a chance to 
put some federal money to work for the cause. We 
wish him well.

Hastings opportunity 


I am responding to the exhaustive piece on 
Hastings appearing in your Dec. 7th issue. As 
reporter Jim Balderston noted, Mr. Gary Coutin 
does have some problems and many of his asser- 
tions are exaggerated or distorted. But it is not my 
intent to confirm or deny charges leveled against 
the college regarding its insensitivity to community 
interests. This letter is written because my name ap- 
peared in your article in company with which I am 
no longer comfortable. 

Brad Paul is quoted as characterizing myself, 
Harold Dobbs and Max Jamison as ‘‘obnoxiously 
rude”’ in a 1986 meeting at Hastings. I remember 
the event well and I deny any rudeness on my part 
or any overt rudeness on the part of Dobbs or 
Jamison. My function at that meeting was to in- 
troduce the Hastings heavyweights to the com- 
munity leaders. I did that and nothing more. I sus- 
pect that Mr. Paul mistook the characteristic arro- 
gance of Dobbs and Jamison combined with their 
sincere disdain for the values of the community 
group as intentional denigration. There is a dif- 
ference. I also want to record here my recollection 
that Mr. Paul and those with him at that meeting 
conducted themselves with dignity and courtesy 
under somewhat trying circumstances. They got 
nothing; but I felt they carried the day in terms of 
human values. 

From the perspective of Mr. Coutin and Mr. 
Balderston, the Hastings leadership has certainly 
come up short. But they tar with too broad a brush. 
While there are some weak and myopic people on 
that board of directors, there are giants there as 
well. Two of Governor Brown’s appointees, 
Joseph Cotchett and John Knox, brought enor- 
mous strength to the board. Together with Myron 
Etienne, the last elected member of the board, and 
Jan Lewenhaupt, the Hastings family represen- 
tative, they are the foundations for the future of 
the college. Now that Harold Dobbs has recog- 
nized the inevitability of his own departure, we can 
expect a stronger voice from Ralph Abascal who, 
along with Etienne, has been particularly sensitive 
to student and community concerns. 

Hastings is about to get a new chairman of its 
board. This is the opportunity needed to heal the 
wounds of past mistakes. | am certain the Hastings 
Law News, The Recorder and the Bay Guardian 
will be watching — hopefully.

the closing of the Presidio would result in a loss of 
jobs and money to the city of San Francisco as Rep- 
resentative Barbara Boxer and Nancy Pelosi claim. 


Thank you for your memo relative to the 
Freedom of Information Act request for data to 
support keeping the Presidio open. We have re- 
ceived the commission’s data and will be glad to 
send it to you if you have not received it. 

After first examination it appears evident that 
the commission did not consider: 
© the true cost of environmental clean-up, 
¢ the cost of serving Letterman patients elsewhere, 
¢ the cost of transferring operation and mainte- 
nance of the Presidio to the National Park Service. 

We have requested a General Accounting Office 
investigation, through the Committee on Armed 
Services, of the methods the Base Closing Com- 
mission used in making their decision to close the 
Presidio. This investigation will commence im- 
mediately, with the first stage of the GAO report to 
be prepared by Feb. 23rd, followed by a written 
report at a later date.

Is satire obsolete? Some 
authors and comics argue that 
satire can no longer compete 
with the absurdity of modern 
reality. Perhaps they're right. 
Consider these two items — 
one from the Bay Guardian 
and one from the Chronicle 
three weeks later: 

Bay Guardian, 1/18/89: 
“Comedian Paul Krassner has 
suggested what may be the 
best metaphor for the end of 
the Reagan administration. In 
his only partly tongue-in-cheek 
predictions for 1989, Krassner 
says that Reagan will be paid 
$3.5 million to walk off the 
inaugural platform, look into 
the cameras and announce 
‘I'm going to Disneyland.’ "’ 

Chronicle, 2/9/89: “It was 
the Disneyland account that 
took NFL Films to the back- 
yard of the White House 
recently. [Steve] Sabol said 
Ronald Reagan himself was 
scheduled to do a Disneyland 
promo as he got on the 
helicopter to leave the White 
House for the last time 
(‘Where are you going, Mr 
President?’), but Reagan 
canceled out, apparently 
deeming the act a little too 
unpresidential.”’ 


Herb Caen-abuse: From 
Columnist Caen's Feb. 10th 
Chronicle column comes this 
odd tidbit: ‘‘Pure politics: The 
S.F. boycott of table grapes 
seems pretty silly these chilly 
days when you consider that 
at least 95 percent of the 
grapes currently available 
come from Chile.”’ Actually, 
it's not so silly at all. Chilean 
fruit has long been on the 
political cognoscenti’s do-not- 
buy list. Seems that country 
has a little proolem with 
human rights abuses. “The 
harassment of government 
critics by clandestine groups 
linked to the security forces in- 
tensified in 1987, and torture 
by the official security forces 
continued,” says a 1988 re- 
port by Amnesty International 








Kopp’s crusade: The ten 
amendments that became the 
Bill of Rights were actually 12 
when first presented to the 
voters in 1789. One of the two 
not ratified was the Congres- 
sional Pay Amendment 
authored by James Madison, 
which would have required 
congressional representatives 
to be re-elected before they 
could benefit from any pay 
raise they voted themselves. 
On Feb. 7th, state Senator 
Quentin Kopp announced he 
would introduce legislation for 
California to ratify the so- 
called Lost Amendment. Kopp 
said the ‘cynical and 
convoluted process that

DELLUMS LANDS 
CHAIR OF 
MILITARY R&D 
SUBCOMMITTEE 


EAST BAY Congressman Ron Dellums, 
long a foe of bloated military budgets and 
exotic weapons systems, has become 
chairman of the powerful Armed Services 
Research and Development Subcommittee. 

The subcommittee oversees the $41 bil- 
lion Department of Defense research and 
development budget, which accounts for 
approximately 3.5 percent of the entire 
federal budget. As subcommittee chair, 
Dellums, a leading progressive, will be 
able to structure discussions of all new 
weapons programs, including the 
Strategic Defense Initiative, with the ex- 
ception of nuclear warheads. 

Lee Halterman, an aide to Dellums, told 
the Bay Guardian that Dellums does not 
believe in ‘‘imposing his will on the com- 
mittee,” and said that it would be a mistake 
to say that as chair, Dellums would direct 
the committee. He pointed out that only a 
handful of progressives sits on the 43-mem- 
ber House Armed Services Committee. 

But Halterman acknowledged that 
Dellums will have a lot of authority. 
Specifically, he said, Dellums will be able 
to determine the witness list, schedule the 
witnesses and structure the debate. 
Dellums would ‘‘ensure that questions get 
asked that might not have been asked 
otherwise,’ Halterman said. ‘‘We think of 
it as shining a light.”’ 

In addition to calling on outside experts, 
critics and other witnesses who might 
otherwise not be heard from, Dellums will 
“call official witnesses to justify what 
they’re doing,”’ Halterman predicted. 

‘“As people come in in the early, early 
stages of the conceptualization of a new 
weapons system, we’ll be there to ask, 
‘What war are you going to fight with that 
weapon?’ ”’ he said. 

Dellums, who was formerly chair of the 
Military Installations and Facilities 
Subcomittee, was fourth in line, based on 
seniority, to select a subcomittee 
assignment. Of the ranking Democrats 
ahead of him, Chairman Les Aspin 
(Wisconsin) selected the chairmanship of 
the Procurement Subcommittee, Charles 
E. Bennett (Florida) remained chair of the 
Seapower and Strategic and Critical 
Materials Subcommittee and G.V. 
““Sonny’’ Montgomery (Mississippi) was 
ineligible to chair a subcommittee because 
he chairs the Veterans’ Affairs Committee.

CHRISTIC WINS 
SHORT REPRIEVE 
ON $1 MILLION 
DEADLINE 


THE CHRISTIC Institute has received a 
brief extension of its Feb. 16th deadline to 
raise more than $1 million in attorneys’ 
fees and court costs in its so-called ‘‘secret 
team’’ lawsuit. 

The institute is suing 29 defendants for 
allegedly planning the May 1984 bombing 
of a press conference in Costa Rica that 
left eight people dead. The lawsuit, filed 


on behalf of journalists Martha Honey 
and Tony Avirgan, alleges that the 
defendants operated a secret team that was 
involved in a complex conspiracy of drug- 
running, arms-smuggling and assassination 
efforts. Among the defendants are several 
key players in the Iran-Contra scandal. 

Miami-based U.S. District Court Judge 
James Lawrence King awarded a summary 
judgment in favor of the defendants last 
June. Christic supporters charged that the 
ruling was politically motivated, and that 
testimony in the case might damage 
George Bush’s presidential candidacy. 

Then, on Feb. 3rd, King awarded the 
defendants $1.1 million in attorneys’ fees 
and court costs under a law that says a 
litigant may be required to pay the oppos- 
ing side’s fees if a judge decides a lawsuit 
is ‘‘frivolous’’ or filed in “‘bad faith.” 

Although the Court of Appeals in 
Atlanta had already agreed to hear an 
appeal of the case, King gave the Christic 
Institute only until Feb. 16th to put the 
money in escrow or risk having its bank 
accounts seized and its property 
confiscated. 

The $1.3 million award is equal to 40 
percent of the institute’s annual budget, 
according to Christic spokesman Peter 
Dykstra. Dykstra told the Bay Guardian 
that King’s ruling was ‘‘clearly designed to 
jeopardize our existence before we can 
even prepare a proper argument for the 
appeals court.’’ 

The Christic Institute immediately filed 
an emergency motion to stay the award, 
and on Feb. 14th, Judge Lenore Nesbit, 
sitting in for King, stayed the ruling until 
King could return from vacation and hear 
the emergency motion himself. Dykstra 
said King is expected back from vacation 
Feb. 21st. 

The ruling, Dykstra said, would give the 
institute one more business day to try to 
raise the money through loans and 
donations. ‘“‘I feel a little bit more 
confident that we can raise the money, but 
it’s not a lot of breathing room,”’ he said. 

Dykstra said it is extremely unlikely that 
King, given his past rulings, will overturn 
himself on the attorneys’ award. But he 
said he expected the award to be over- 
turned at the Court of Appeals level. He 
noted that $1.1 million was four times the 
highest amount ever awarded for attor- 
neys’ fees, and that an appeals court had 
found the previous record to be excessive. 

Dykstra said many legal experts consider 
King’s ruling a threat to future public in- 
terest lawsuits. “If a nonprofit has to come 
up with $1 million before it can go to 
court,’’ he said, ‘‘you’re going to find a lot 
less lawsuits filed on behalf of the public.” 

He added, ‘‘The underlying message 
here, which is fairly simple, is that you 
don’t take the intelligence community to 
court.”

agency with four men. Meanwhile, the gay 
community was angered by Agnos’s 
failure to appoint a gay or lesbian 
representative to the Police Commission. 
And the black community, which has had 
numerous run-ins with the police, won’t be 
happy if the only black on the commission 
(Orr-Smith) is not replaced with another 
black commissioner. 

That leaves Agnos one obvious strategy: 
appoint a black lesbian. The two most 
prominent, politically active black lesbians 
we know — Pat Norman and Gwenn 
Craig — would make fine police commis- 
sioners. But they’d also be independent, 
outspoken and hard for Agnos to control. 
Stay tuned.

MARKS’ HEAITH 
RUMOURS FUEL 
POLITICAL 
JOCKEYING 


REPORTS THAT State Senator Milton 

' Marks is in bad health have set off a flurry 
of not-so-discreet maneuvers to control the 
future of his 3rd District Senate seat. 

Marks has publicly denied all reports of 
failing health, but the speculation continues 
unabated. It was fueled most recently by a 
report in the Feb. 4th Chronicle noting 
Marks’ possible health problems. 

Although the Chron did not discuss the 
likely battles to replace Marks were he to re- 
sign or decide not to seek another term, dis- 
cussions over his successor have been under 
way in local political circles for weeks. 

Early discussions had ex-supervisor and 
vanquished mayoral candidate John 
Molinari squaring off against Supervisor 
Nancy Walker for the seat. 

But a new name — and scenario — has 
recently emerged, one that seems much 
more likely, and potentially much more 
disturbing. According to several well- 
connected political insiders, 16th District 
Assemblyman John Burton has expressed 
an interest in running for Marks’ seat. 

Burton’s campaign for the state Senate 
would open a battle for his Assembly seat 
— representing the liberal eastern half of 
the city. Supervisor Harry Britt has long 
had his eye on that seat, which was 
formerly occupied by Mayor Art Agnos. 

However, Britt has gone to battle in the 


past against the local Democratic establish- 
ment, challenging Nancy Pelosi for Con- 
gress and supporting Roberta Achtenberg 
against Burton for Assembly. Insiders say 
Walker — a close friend of Burton’s — 
would be far more acceptable to Burton, 
Agnos and Assembly Speaker Willie Brown. 
That raises a fascinating question: Would 
Britt bow to his old friend and ally Walker 
and give up any desire to run for Assembly 
in order to placate the folks he only recently 
fought so bitterly? Would Walker step aside 
to allow Britt to run, at the risk of angering 
her friend John Burton? 

Or would the two wind up running 
against each other, in a race that would de- 
stroy a longtime alliance, split the pro- 
gressive community and potentially leave 
scars for years? Or rather, does the 
Burton-for-Senate scenario leave any of us 
much choice except to get down on our 
knees and pray for the health of one

WALKER ASKS 
CHRONICLE TO 
RESPOND TO 
BUY-OUT REPORTS 


SUPERVISOR NANCY Walker has asked 
San Francisco Chronicle officials to re- 
spond to rumors that the Examiner has 
offered to purchase the morning daily for 
$500 million. 

Reports of the proposed buy-out have 
circulated wildly in the newsroom of the 
Examiner and are known to East Coast 
industry analysts. According to most 
accounts, Hearst Corp., which owns the 
Examiner, would close down one of the 
two papers (see ‘‘SF: Toward a one-news- 
paper town?’’ Bay Guardian, 1/4/89). 

Last month, Phelps Dewey, assistant to 


‘Chronicle Publisher Richard Thieriot, told 


the Bay Guardian the reports were false, 
but officials at Hearst Corp. have 
made no public statements on the matter. 
On Feb. 6th, Walker sent an official 
letter to Matthew Wilson, managing editor 
of the Chronicle, that stated: ; 
““As you are probably aware, rumors 
regarding a possible merger of the 
Examiner and the Chronicle have been

JUSTICE MUM ON 
REASONS FOR 
MANTECA JOA 
EXTENSION 


THE DEPARTMENT of Justice is 
maintaining its shroud of secrecy over an 
application to establish a joint operating 
agreement between a daily and semi- 
weekly newspaper in Manteca, California. 

If the proposed JOA between the 
Manteca News and Manteca Bulletin is 
approved, it would be the first ever 
involving a non-daily newspaper and could 
set a damaging precedent for independent, 
non-daily and alternative newspapers 
across the country (see ‘“‘High noon in 
Manteca,’ Bay Guardian, 7/13/88). 

On Jan. 26th, the department’s 
Antitrust Division announced the latest in 
a series of extensions of the public 
comment period on the application. The 
new deadline is March 3rd. 

But when asked by the Bay Guardian to 
explain the reasons for the extension, 
division spokeswoman Amy Brown said, 
“*All I can tell you is the application was 
pursuant to the attorney general’s order.” 

The press release announcing the 





extension also set a new deadline of April 
2nd for people to respond to comments 
filed before the March 3rd deadline. The 
department, however, has refused to make 
those comments available for public 
inspection except in its Washington, D.C. 
reading room, despite repeated Bay 
Guardian requests for the records under 
the Freedom of Information Act. It has 
also refused to make public financial 
records that the two newspapers have 
asked remain confidential.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Our inaugural Disaster of the 
Week award goes to SF 
Community College Board 
member and Chinatown 
resident Robert Varni, for his 
misleading testimony at the 
Feb. 8th meeting of the Board 
of Permit Appeals. 

Varni, who lives at 10 Miller 
Place and is the president of 
the building tenants 
association there, told the 
board he and his neighbors 
were in favor of a proposed 
development that would bring 
a 15-story building to a 
neighborhood dominated by 
two- and three-story buildings 

Varni said a meeting be- 
tween the developer and 
residents of both 10 and 30 
Miller Place was “‘positive.”’ 

But at the Board of Permit 
Appeals meeting, another 
resident contradicted Varni's 
testimony, saying that local 
residents were ‘‘outraged’’ at 
both the developer's plans and 
Varni's characterization of a 
friendly meeting. 

Sources opposed to the 
development say that Varni, 
who won a seat on the SFCCD 
board last November, may be 
trying to avoid alienating 
potential campaign contribu- 
tors. The developer, Zev Ben- 
Simon of Taldan Investment 
Co., is a heavy contributor to 
local and national candidates. 


Sellout of the week? Just as 
we were going to press, the 
Bay Guardian learned that the 
long-awaited assessment 
appeals hearing for Santa Fe 
Pacific Realty's Mission Bay 
property will begin as early as 
Wednesday, Feb. 22nd. The 
hearings could go on for as 
long as four weeks. 

At stake is the assessed 
value of the Mission Bay prop- 
erty, a decision that could af- 
fect revenue to the city and 
the final development plans of 
the site, which has been the 
focus of a lengthy battle be- 
tween the developer and com- 
munity activists. 

Meanwhile, we've learned 
that the City Attorney's Office 
is meeting with Santa Fe 
Pacific representatives to try 
to work out a settlement — 
and if the city attorney's deals 
with PG&E are any indication, 
this could be the sellout of the 
week — or the year

FINALLY, 

CITY ATTORNEY 
RULES ON 
HUERTA CASE 


THE FEB. 22nd meeting of the San 
Francisco Police Commission will almost 
certainly include on its agenda the 
discussion of a city attorney’s opinion on 
the commission’s power to overrule the 
chief of police in disciplinary matters. 

The long-awaited opinion, originally re- 
quested by the commission on Dec. 14th, 
could have a momentous effect on future 
disciplinary cases in which allegations of 
police misconduct are sustained by the 
Office of Citizen Complaints but ignored 
by the chief. 

The opinion centers around the Sept. 
14th severe beating of United Farm 
Workers Vice President Dolores Huerta by 
a police officer during a demonstration in 
Union Square. Huerta’s OCC complaint 
against the officer involved was sustained, 
but Police Chief Frank Jordan — ina 
surprise announcement pre-approved by 
Mayor Art Agnos — decided against 
taking any disciplinary action against the 
officer. 

The commission has on its agenda a 
regularly scheduled time for public 
speakers, so feel free to show up to com- 
ment on this or other matters pertaining to 
the department. If you plan to comment 
on the city attorney’s opinion, it’s a good 
idea to call first to make sure it will be 
heard on Feb. 22nd. It has been repeatedly 
delayed over the past two months, and 
conceivably could be once again.

MASTERING 
THE CITY’S 
MASTER PLAN 


ON FEB. 23rd, the City Planning 
Commission will hold a public hearing on 
revisions and additions to the San 
Francisco Master Plan. The Master Plan is 
the document that (in theory, anyway) 
guides all city planning policies. It has 
been criticized, most notably in a recent 
budget analyst’s report, for being con- 
fusing and redundant. The commission 
has undertaken the task of reviewing the 
document annually, and this meeting will 
be the first step in that direction. 

Developers, of course, would love to 
make the plan less-enforceable, and to 
undercut those parts of it that limit growth 
or mandate housing and open space in 
certain parts of town. But environmental- 
ists have problems with the plan, too — in 
many areas, they say, it’s too lax, too 
vague and too inconsistent. 

The hearing gives a chance for people 
concerned about specific parts of the 
Master Plan to voice their concerns — and 
for those who aren’t familiar with the de- 
tails of city planning to get a quick primer 
in some of the major areas of contention.

RENT BOARD 
TO DEBATE 
PASS-THROUGHS 


THE RENT BOARD will have its debate 
on new rules concerning landlord capital 
improvement pass-throughs to tenants 
Feb. 21st. While no public testimony will 
be heard, the board will discuss the letters 
and verbal testimony presented to the 
board during the past month. 

Tenant activists predict a large landlord 
turnout for the meeting, and they urge 
tenants to show up in force to impress on 
the members of the board the importance 
of approving the proposed new rules and 
preventing future instances of unreason- 
able capital improvement pass-throughs. 

Specific guidelines for allowable pass- 
throughs should become increasingly im- 
portant as landlords face the reality of a 
vacancy control ordinance being passed 
on the Board of Supervisors. Many 
landlords will feel even more pressure to 
increase rents illegally, and pass-throughs 
are one way to do so.

OAKLAND: 
NUCLEAR FREE 
IN SPIRIT ONLY 


THE OAKLAND City Council Rules and 
Procedures Committee meets Feb. 17th to 
discuss the implementation of the Nuclear 
Free Zone Ordinance passed by voters in 
November 1988 as Measure T. Although 
the voters approved the measure by 57 
percent, eight of the nine councilmembers 
opposed it, and implementation has been 
non-existent. (The mayor’s pay raise, on 
the other hand, also passed on the Novem- 
ber ballot, and was implemented 
immediately.) 

The Nuclear Free Zone Ordinance has 
several key provisions. First, the city must 
review its investment portfolio to reduce or 
eliminate investments in companies, 
individuals or institutions that produce 
nuclear weapons. That means the City of 
Oakland must examine its holdings of 
Treasury Bills, since the federal 
government is the leading producer of 
such devices. 

Second, the city fire marshall must 
inspect and issue permits to any vehicles 
traveling through Oakland with nuclear 
waste or other materials. The ordinance 
requires notification and warning to the 
public of such shipments. 

A public presence at the meeting could 
go a long way toward forcing the reluctant 
city leaders to enact the will of the public.

A BC’S NIGHTLINE advertises, in its modestly diplo- 





matic style, that it ‘may be simply the best program in 
the history of broadcast journalism’’ 

That’s quite a claim for such a ‘‘balanced,”’ ‘‘objective’’ 
news operation, but I’d have to agree that with the possible 
exception of Get Smart, it’s probably true. First, there’s 
Ted’s hair, which is fascinating. But the greatest thing about 
Nightline is it makes you quite pleased with yourself before 
you pad off to bed: It’s impossible to sit through half an hour 
of Elliot Abrams, Henry Kissinger or any of the other snakes 
Ted Koppel charms without going to sleep later feeling like a 
peaceful, moral, warm-hearted soul. 

Some people, however, find Nightline a little more disturbing. 

Two sociologists from Boston College, William Hoynes 
and David Croteau, recently conducted a survey of 40 
months’ worth of Nightline (865 programs and 2,498 invited 
guests from Jan. 1, 1985 through April 30, 1988) for the New 
York-based media watch group Fairness and Accuracy in 
Reporting. FAIR’s ‘‘Are You On the Nightline Guest 
List?’’ quantifies what anyone who watches the show regu- 
larly has viscerally realized: The overwhelming majority of 
guests are white guys in gray suits from the intertwined gov- 
ernment, military and corporate elite. 

Conspicuously uninvited are women, minorities, pro- 
gressives or anyone else who might expand the parameters of 
debate beyond the Wall Street and White House “‘we.”’ 

Here are are a few of the dirty statistics: 

& The top four Nightline guests were all right-wing ide- 
ologues or war criminals or both — Henry Kissinger and 
Alexander Haig (14 appearances each), Elliot Abrams and 
Jerry Falwell (12 appearances each). 

® Eight-nine percent of the total U.S. guests were men (and 
remember that frequent guest Jeanne Kirkpatrick counts asa 
woman). Of the 19 guests who had appeared on the show 
more than five times, none was a woman. On programs 
about international issues, 94 percent of the guests were men. 
Forty-one percent of the women who did appear did so on 
programs about social issues — areas perceived as tradi- 
tionally female. 

® Ninety-two percent of the guests were white. 

@ Eighty percent of the U.S. guests were professionals, gov- 
ernment officials or corporate representatives. Only 5 per- 
cent were public interest representatives (peace, civil liber- 
ties, environmental, etc.), and less than 2 percent were labor 
or racial/ethnic leaders. 

@ Hardly any non-establishment guests were deemed impor- 
tant enough to appear on the show alone, with the exceptions 
of Jesse Jackson and Studs Terkel. Solo guests included such 
people as Henry Kissinger (again), Jimmy Carter, Gary 
Hart, Robert McFarlane, Richard Secord, Zbigniew 
Brzenzinski, Alexander Haig, Caspar Weinberger, George 
Shultz, etc. But no public interest leaders were booked for a 
solo gig. 

@ Almost half of Nightline’s guests on programs about 
U.S.-Soviet relations were current or former U.S. govern- 
ment Officials; less than 1 percent were from the peace move- 
ment. 

®@ Nightline’s Central America coverage followed the 
Reagan administration agenda. Twenty-two programs dealt 
principally with Nicaragua (and protecting ‘‘our’’ interests 
there), while none focused principally on El Salvador, Hon- 
duras or Guatemala and the U.S.-backed human rights 
abuses there. 

® On programs about the economy, one in three guests was 
a corporate representative, and only one in twenty 
represented labor. 
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Who’s on the ‘Nightline’ guest list 


These statistics wouldn’t be so grim if Nightline didn’t 
represent itself as presenting two sides of an argument, with 
Koppel the unshakably impartial arbiter in the middle. The 
appearance of balance occurs on the show when a right- 
wing zealot is paired with a moderate or liberal govern- 
ment official. Real critical or dissident voices are rarely 
heard. 

The funny thing, though, is that Nightline Executive 
Director Richard Kaplan’s response to FAIR’s studied ac- 
cusations of imbalance is: Nightline is a news show, not the 
op-ed page of ABC news. He said they just cover the 
newsmakers, many of whom happen to be conservative 
white men. 

Now, this is a strange new definition of newsgathering. Up 
until now, I’ve always understood that newsgathering in- 
volves rounding up a few conflicting sources to try to piece 
together a reasonable version of the truth, not acting asa PR 
tool for one side, thereby enhancing the power of that (right- 
wing) side. 

As Jeff Cohen, executive director of FAIR told me, “‘If 
it’s a news show, it should start acting like one, and use 
critical, independent or dissident sources.”’ 

Laura Wessner, Nightline’s press representative, told me 
that while ‘‘the whole staff looked at the study and thought it 
was very important,’’ Nightline ‘‘can’t help it if the world 
leaders are white men.”’ 

She challenged me to come up with the names of women 
who are powerful and important enough to put on Nightline. 
When I gave her several names off the top of my head — 
Eleanor Smeal, Faye Wattleton, Randall Forsberg, Barbara 
Ehrenreich, Frances Moore Lappe, Pat Schroeder — she 
mumbled something about how ‘“‘we haven’t done shows on 
those topics.”’ 

No kidding. 

Christopher Hitchens, a correspondent for The Nation 
and author of Prepared for the Worst, told me that on 
Nightline, it’s ‘“‘quite incredible how narrow is the Rolodex 
of people for which they select.’’ But that, he says, is not so 
unusual for mainstream TV. 

But what especially irks Hitchens about Nightline, he says, 
is the professorial presence of Henry Kissinger. ‘He appears 
not as a defender of a certain position on the extreme right in 
the American establishment, but as an impartial commen- 
tator,’’ Hitchens told me. Hitchens claims Kissinger even 
gets paid a fee for his appearances, but he said when he phoned 
Koppel! to find out how much, Koppel replied, ‘‘I won’t tell 
you, sweetie.”’ 

Wessner claims Kissinger has never received a fee for his 
appearances. 

Hitchens went on to say that the tutor/tyro relationship 
between Kissinger and Koppel “‘gets a little warmer and fur- 
rier than that.”’ In 1975, he said, Kissinger offered Koppel a 
job as the State Department spokesperson, which Koppel 
declined. In 1987, Kissinger commented that if given a 
similar opportunity again, he would offer Koppel an even 
more senior job. 

Hitchens also mentioned a speech Kissinger gave to a 
private break fast of Israeli and Jewish political organizations 
this year in which he recommended that the way to deal with 
the uprising of the Palestinians was to expel the American 
electronic media from the West Bank. ‘‘When he said that, 
he argued against what ABC exists to do,”’ says Hitchens. 

It seems ABC isa little fuzzy about what it exists to do, as well.

SACRAMENTO 
VER AT David’s Brass 
Rail, the mood was dis- 

tinctly non-partisan. 
Across the street, at 
the Democratic Party’s 
state convention, speaker after speaker 
denounced President Bush, Governor 
Deukmejian and everything else even 
vaguely Republican. But at David’s, 
the picture behind the bar was of a smil- 
ing Oliver North, and the plaque on the 
wall, signed by former Democratic As- 
semblyman Terry Goggin, lauded the 
establishment as ‘‘a place where Gray 
Davis is rumored to have once loosened 

his tie.”’ 

By mid-afternoon, as the speeches 
dragged on and the atmosphere in the 
hall got increasingly stuffy, handfuls of 
delegates began wandering into 
David’s, to put down a cold beer and 
pick up the latest hot gossip. 

But as is often the case at political 
events, some of the information 
floating across the bar was more than 
loose rumor. There was, for example, 
considerable discussion about the 
source of the large sums of money that 


went into Jerry Brown’s campaign for 
state party chair. And among those 
participating was a delegate from 
Stanislaus County who said he had 
been directly involved in the fund- 
raising effort, and knew precisely 
where the money had come from. 

“All of the top elected Democrats 
were asked to kick in,’’ explained the 
delegate. Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown, he said, put up some $50,000 
from his own campaign fund. 

Proposition 73, which passed in No- 
vember, bans transfers of funds from 
the campaign of one official to another. 
However, Prop. 73 didn’t take effect 
until Jan. Ist and according to the 
Stanislaus delegate, the speaker passed 
the money along to the former governor 
well before the end of December. 

Under state law, candidates for party 
posts are not required to disclose the 
source, handling or disposition of their 
campaign contributions, and Jerry 
Brown has declined to do so voluntarily 
(see Bay Guardian, 2/8/89). 

The speaker, however, is required to 
disclose that information. 

San Francisco city offices were closed 
Feb. 13th, so it was impossible to check

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From carrots to sticks: 
SF landlords’ new strategy 


San Francisco real estate lobbyists have always rewarded 
their friends with campaign contributions. But now, 

as a bitter battle looms over vacancy control, they have 
adopted a new tactic — threatening their enemies

OWERFUL SAN Francisco 
real estate interests have 
crafted a three-pronged offen- 
sive to prevent San Francisco 
from enacting legislation to 
extend rent control to vacant apart- 
ments, the Bay Guardian has learned. 

The strategy, which has never been 
reported publicly, is largely the brain- 
child of Jack Davis, who serves as chief 
of staff to state Senator Quentin Kopp 
and also is on a $1,500-per-month re- 
tainer with the Coalition for Better 
Housing, a property-owner-supported 
organization (see sidebar, this page). 

The strategy is sweeping in its scope, 
and landlords hope it will make Mayor 
Art Agnos and the Board of Super- 
visors think twice before approving 
vacancy control. 

Legislation adding vacancy control 
to the current Rent Stabilization Or- 
dinance is being drafted, and Super- 
visor Harry Britt has said he plans to in- 
troduce it within the next two months. 

The landlord strategy was uncovered 
through interviews with numerous city 
officials, political activists and 
strategists on both sides of the issue. It 
looks like this: 

@ Threaten the supervisors with the 
loss of their jobs by promising to put an 
initiative similar to Prop. O, which failed 
narrowly last November, on this No- 
vember’s ballot. Prop. O, authored by 
former Supervisor John Barbagelata, 
set a two-term limit for members of the 
Board of Supervisors. It would have 
amounted to a recall of at least eight 
board members. Barbagelata raised 
only a comparatively minor sum of 
money for his campaign. The real 
estate interests could raise as much as 
$1 million. 

® Offer the supervisors a ‘‘reasonable 
alternative’ to Britt’s legislation. The 
alternative, most likely introduced by 
Supervisor Bill Maher, would allow 
members of the board to vote in favor 
of some strengthening of the rent con- 
trol laws, but would stop short of effec- 
tive vacancy control. 

The alternative legislation would 
most likely follow along the lines of the 
plan raised last November by Davis and 
Russ Flynn, co-founder of TRI Realty 
and president of the Coalition for Bet- 
ter Housing. In their efforts to scuttle 
Proposition U, the vacancy control 
measure on the November ballot, 
Flynn and Davis proposed that the city 
tax rental properties and pool the 
money for building affordable hous- 
ing, thereby lessening the need for 
vacancy control. 

@ Threaten to negate anything the 
Board of Supervisors does through a 
ballot referendum — again backed bya 
huge real estate industry war chest. 
Davis told the Bay Guardian that if a 
vacancy control measure passes at the 
board he will ‘‘absolutely’’ place a 
referendum on the November ballot 
that would repeal any such legislation. 

Another potential roadblock to the 
passage of a vacancy control ordinance 
— one the real estate lobby is certain to 


exploit — is the possible conflict of in- 
terest in Supervisor Terence Hallinan’s 
involvement with a family trust that in- 
cludes some rental property. Hallinan 
ran for the board on a platform that 
featured a promise to support vacancy 
control, and he could be a critical vote 
on any strong legislative package. If the 
landlords demand he disqualify him- 
self, it could be a serious blow to va- 
cancy control efforts. 

Rent control on vacant apartments is 
a key element in any meaningful and ef- 
fective rent control package. Under the 
city’s current law, landlords can in- 
crease rents only between 4 and 7 per- 
cent a year — but when an apartment 
becomes vacant, they can raise the rent 
to whatever the market will bear. 

According to studies by tenant activ- 
ists, numerous landlords have evicted 
tenants to circumvent the limit on rent 
hikes. In 1984, the San Francisco Neigh- 
borhood Legal Assistance Foundation 
found that the eviction rate had risen sig- 
nificantly since the city adopted rent 
control in 1979. Vacancy control would 
close the loophole in the ordinance by 
setting a cap on the amount rent could 
be raised on vacated. apartments, 
eliminating the incentive for landlords to 
evict longtime tenants in favor of more 
lucrative rents for newcomers. 

The Board of Supervisors passed a 
vacancy control ordinance in 1984 bya 
7-3 vote, but then-Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein, herself a rental property 
owner, vetoed the ordinance. 


Last November, Proposition U was 
soundly defeated after a somewhat 
disorganized and underfunded cam- 
paign that lacked broad support from 
tenant activists and elected officials. 
However, in the same election, two 
candidates who campaigned in support 
of the vacancy control issue — 
Hallinan and Angela Alioto — were 
elected to the board, dramatically shift- 
ing the vote in favor of the tenants. 
With Art Agnos, who has also prom- 
ised to support vacancy control, in the 
Mayor’s Office, tenant activists are op- 
timistic about their ability.to pass a 
vacancy control measure this year. 

Along with Alioto, Hallinan and 
Britt, who is president of the board, 
Supervisors Doris Ward, Nancy 
Walker, Willie Kennedy and Wendy 
Nelder have supported vacancy control 
in the past. That adds up (in theory) to 
seven votes for vacancy control — 
although political insiders say all of 
those supervisors won’t necessarily 
withstand intense landlord pressure 
and vote in favor of Britt’s legislation. 

Still, real estate organizations are bit- 
terly opposed to vacancy control, and 
the possibility that it might pass in San 
Francisco makes the leaders of those 
groups very nervous, indeed. 


OR THE past few months, 
Jack Davis has been working 
off and on as a consultant for 
the Coalition for Better Hous- 
ing, the main lobbying group 
of the local residential real estate in- 
dustry. Davis led the campaign against 
Prop. U, and heis currently on a retainer 


with the coalition for $1,500 a month. 

Davis, who has considerable polit- 
ical experience in San Francisco, has 
played a lead role in crafting the 
strategy that the landlords hope will 
allow them to overcome their apparent 
numerical disadvantage and beat back 
vacancy control. 

Landlords have always used the 
“carrot”? approach with politicians, 
offering them campaign contributions 
in exchange for favorable votes. But 
this time around, they have decided to 
take up the big sticks. Instead of just 
promising to reward their friends, the 
real estate interests are threatening to 
punish their enemies. 

The first threat to the supervisors in- 
volves a rerun of last year’s so-called 
Barbagelata Initiative. That would hit 
the supervisors where they are most 
vulnerable — it would take away many 
of their jobs. 

Several political insiders familiar 
with the emerging landlord strategy 
told the Bay Guardian that the threat of 
a ‘“‘new Prop. O”’ was a centerpiece of 
the anti-vacancy control campaign. 
“Jack is going to make them sweat,”’ 
said one source. ‘‘They all know that he 
can raise enough money to run a very 
serious campaign, and that it might 
pass this time around.”’ 

Davis refused to acknowledge that 
he has any plans to threaten supervisors 
with a recall measure. However, he did 
not rule the possibility out. 

“My advice to property owners — 


those that take my advice — is not to 
make threats,’’ he told the Bay Guard- 
ian. ‘‘But in any industry, there are 
hardliners, and moderates and pro- 
gressives.”’ 

The hardliners, Davis continued, 
could well force the rest to move on a 
recall proposition. ‘‘There is a certain 
element within the property owner 
community that feels the voters spoke 
when they did not approve Proposition 
U,”’’ he said. ‘‘Some sort of [recall] pro- 
posal could move forward if they were 
vocal enough.”’ 

And to Davis, the pro-recall element 
would have ample justification. ‘“Their 
feeling is that if the board were to enact 
vacancy control in the face of voter sen- 
timent toward Prop. U, then maybe it is 
time to recall those supervisors that do 
not respect the will of the people.” 

Davis may be painting too rosy a pic- 
ture of the property owners’ power, ac- 
cording to Mitchell Omerberg, ex- 
ecutive director of the Affordable 
Housing Alliance. According to 
Omerberg, a Prop. O-type recall would 
backfire on the real estate agents. 

“That is the type of heavy-handed 
tactic we are used to seeing from the 
real estate industry,’’ he said. ‘‘It could 
backfire, since no one likes to be 
threatened.’” 


F THE recall threat doesn’t work, 
the landlords have another plan — 
the ‘‘moderate alternative.” 
The proposal now under discus- 
sion involves a gross receipts tax on 
rents, which would in theory generate a 
pool of money that could be used — ac- 
cording to Davis — to build affordable 
housing. Davis has argued that the pool 
of money — he estimates it to be $10 to 
$15 million a year — could build 
enough housing to eliminate the need 
for vacancy control. City Hall insiders 
say it’s likely Maher would carry such 
legislation for the landlords. 
Omerberg scoffs at Davis’s argu- 
ments. ‘‘The amount of money they are 
talking about — if they can raise it — 
will build such a small amount of 
housing that it won’t even begin to ad- 
dress the problem,”’ he said. ‘‘We are 
trying to address the issue on a city- 
wide basis.”’ 
If all else fails, Davis has repeatedly 
said, any vacancy control ordinance 
passed by the Board of Supervisors 


would be met with a citywide ballot 
referendum in the next election. 

“There is absolutely no doubt about 
it that a referendum will be placed on 
the ballot if vacancy control passes,’’ 
he said. ‘‘There are voices in the real 
estate industry that believe that it is 
essential to take that posture if vacancy 
control passes.’” 

And there is no doubt that the real 
estate industry, which raised more than 
$500,000 against Prop. U, can raise 
money for the campaign. 

Meanwhile, a potentially serious 
threat to vacancy control has cropped 
up with one of the tenants’ strongest 
allies. Hallinan, who campaigned as an 
aggressive supporter of vacancy con- 
trol, may not be able to vote on the 
issue because of a conflict of interest. 

Hallinan said the problem came to 
light during conversations with the 
state’s political watchdog agency, the 
Fair Political Practices Commission. 
Davis denied having any involvement 
in reporting Hallinan’s problem to the 
authorities, but Davis was aware of it 
some months ago and mentioned it to 
the Bay Guardian at the time. And it is 
certain that real estate interests will 
make as much of the matter as they can. 

Hallinan has recently sold his interest 
in a family trust that includes some 
residential rental property. ‘“‘My at- 
torney is working with the FPPC so 
that they will give me a written OK to 
vote on vacancy control,’’ he told the 
Bay Guardian. 

However, according to the strictest 
possible interpretation of FPPC rules, 
a person who owns rental property 
could not vote on tenant issues until 12 
months after the property was sold. 
Omerberg questioned the one-year 
waiting provision. ‘‘It not like he is try- 
ing to hide anything. He is being com- 
pletely up front about it,’’ he said. ‘“He 
is not trying to evade the issue.”’ 

Hallinan raised the possibility that he 
would challenge the 12-month provi- 
sion in court. ‘“There may be some way 
I could challenge that one-year provi- 
sion,’’ he said. 

But whatever the outcome of sucha 
suit, Hallinan — a former amateur 
boxer — said he might consider taking 
the fight on directly. ‘It is a crime — a 
misdemeanor — for me to vote,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It wouldn’t be the first one I’ve 
committed.”’ |

around. He is both chief of staff 
to Senator Quentin Kopp in 
Sacramento and a highly effective 
consultant for political campaigns 
at home in San Francisco.

working for Kopp, Davis also col- 
lects $1,500 a month from the Coali- 
tion For Better Housing — a prop- 
erty owners organization, And al- 
though there is apparently nothing 
illegal about his arrangement, the 
potential for conflicts of interest 
have raised a few eyebrows — even 
among Davis’s fellow campaign 
consultants. 

As Kopp’s chief of staff, Davis is 
on the “hot list” in Sacramento. 
Kopp, a rising figure in California 
politics, has seen his influence grow, 
both statewide and at home. 

And when Kopp needs to discuss 
a political problem, he often talks to 
Jack Davis for advice. So, too, doa 
lot of other people. 

For example, with vacancy con- 
trol legislation moving forward at 
the Board of Supervisors, property 
owners and real estate agents are 
getting a bit skittish. And who do 
they turn to for help? None other 


than Jack Davis. 

As a CBH consultant, Davis has 
said he will run an initiative cam- 
paign to overturn any legislation the 
Board of Supervisors passes to 
enact vacancy control, and may even 
be considering running a recall cam- 
paign against as many supervisors as 
he can reasonably include on a bal- 
lot initiative. 

Davis recently told the Bay Guard- 
ian that he does no CBH work on 
state time. ‘‘I’m supposed to work 35 
hours a week for the state,”’ he said. 
“Tam averaging 50-60 hours.” 

He also said he will not serve as a 
political consultant for groups lob- 
bying in Sacramento, “‘I do this on 
my own time, and only in San Fran- 
cisco,’’ he said. ““There is no way, as 
chief of staff, I could take money 
from a statewide interest, since that 
would be a direct conflict.” : 

- Spokespeople for both the Fair 
Political Practices Commission and 
the state Attorney General’s Office 
told the Bay Guardian they knew of 
no regulations that would prevent 
Davis from accepting money for 
work he did on his own time. FPPC 
spokeswoman Sandra Michioku 
said, ‘As long as he is not doing it 
on state time there is no problem.”’ 

Alan Ashby, an attorney with the 
Attorney General’s Office, said, “I 


am not aware of any provision that 
would prevent him from working 
on his own time,’” 

Davis claimed he is very careful 
not to mix his clients with his state 
job on Kopp’s staff. ‘I don’t havea 
state car, because there would be 


_ times that I could be in a position to 


do private business after using it for 
state business,’’ he said. ‘‘That 
costs me about $5,000.” 

Davis said he has also sought legal 
opinions from the state legislative 
council on the matter, ‘‘At the 
slightest hint of conflict, I go to the 
legislative counsel for a ruling,’” he 
said. ‘It’s the way to protect your- 


self from conflict charges.”” 


‘However, even if what Davis is do- 
ing is legal, it raises important con- 
flict questions. Kopp has tremen- 
dous political clout in San Francisco, 
and if interest groups like the Coal- 
ition for Better Housing are buying 
his services, they may also believe 
they are buying access to Kopp. 

Several San Francisco political 
consultants, all of whom requested 
anonymity, questioned the ethics of 
his position. “It’s perfectly legal. It’s 
also sleazy,”’ said one. ‘‘People who 


_ hire Jack think they are buying ac- 


cess to Quentin. It may or may not be 
true — but it certainly looks bad.”

Junior Museum. Members can also 
join in gatherings/instructional walks 
starting from the front of the Palace of 
the Legion of Honor, held from 9 am to 
11 or noon several Sundays during the 
season. 

Aside from classes in cultivation and 
toxicology (so you can tell amunchable 
morel from a treacherous toadstool) 
and the newsletter, Mycena News, the 
society puts on twice-yearly fungus 
fairs. There are also monthly dinners 
featuring — you guessed it — mush- 
rooms, as found in various interna- 
tional cuisines. Look for such 
delicacies as pickled mushroom hors 
d’oeuvres, mushroom soup, pureed 
mushrooms, mushroom piroshkis or 
forest mushrooms with beef. The din- 
ners cost about $9 per person; the price 
is so reasonable because labor is 
volunteered by society members.

SFFMC is an informally organized 
group of people drawn together by 
common interests in music loosely 
defined as ‘‘folk.’? There are no of- 
ficers, bylaws or rules, but meetings in 
the form of musical gatherings are held 
every other Friday beginning at 8:30 
pm and ending when the last person 
leaves. Members usually start in singing 
and then splinter groups break off with 
one group heading for the basement, 
where the emphasis is on instruments — 
string band, bluegrass, ceilidh band, 
Irish or just pickin’ with fiddles, banjos, 
mandolins, guitars, dulcimers or 
whatever can be homemade or is 
around.

TASTE OF IOKYO

EVER HAVING been to 

Japan, I can’t honestly say 

that this restaurant is a 

typical Tokyo-style dinner 

house, but it certainly 
feels like it is. Tastefully decorated and 
bustling with activity, Hana is a delight 
for all the senses. 

True to Japanese custom, the exter- 
ior of the restaurant is unassuming and 
simple, while the interior is literally 
held together by handsome wooden 
beams, and the walls are decorated 
with beautifully framed Japanese 
swords and traditional prints. Just to 
the left of the front door is the sushi 
bar. Six or seven seats are available at 
the counter — perfect for single dining 
or watching the deft hands of the sushi 
chef. Tables are quite close together, 
but that just adds to the ambience. 

The menu at Hana has much to offer 
the hungry Westerner: There are many 
full entrees from which to choose, in 
addition to the standard sushi and 
sashimi items. Making a decision is the 
difficult part. 

One night we began our dinner with 
an assortment of sushi. Saba (macker- 
el), maguro (tuna), unagi (eel) and 
salmon roll are listed for less than $3 
for a pair, and the California roll is 
$3.25. A large plate arrived filled with 
perfectly rolled and prepared pieces of 
sushi, pickled ginger and wasabi. 
Plump and fresh as can be, each piece 
was delicious and bright. Hana doesn’t 
skimp on the fish, as do so many sushi 
bars these days. 

All entrees come with a small salad 
of iceberg lettuce and streams of car- 
rots dressed in a sesame oil-based dress- 
ing. Clear, flavorful miso soup, rice 
and tsukemono (pickled vegetables) 
are also included with the entrees. 

Yose Nabe ($6.95), a large bowl 
filled with clams, fish, prawns and veg- 
etables and slightly wilted spinach, is a 
light but filling entree. The perfectly 
cooked seafood and vegetables served 
in a clear and sensitively seasoned 
broth make a perfect dinner for those 
on low-fat or low-calorie diets, but is 
delicious enough for anyone who en- 
joys fattier foods. 

Gyoza ($3.50) are similar to Chinese 
potstickers, but a bit more delicate and 
definitely less greasy. Filled with 
ground pork and vegetables, these 
tender dumplings dipped in soy sauce 
can be ordered as a full entree for about 
two dollars more. 

Teriyaki Donburi ($4.50), once 
again served in a large bowl, is simple 
and wonderful. Lean and tender strips 
of beef with a slightly sweet and intense 
sauce come atop steaming rice. Many 
dishes like this are served in other 


places with just a smattering of sauce, 
but Hana is generous with sauce, meat 
and rice. 

Our second trip to Hana reinforced 
the notion that the restaurant is indeed 
very popular and consistently busy. At 
times anxious diners wait at the door, 
but tables turn fast. We began this meal 
with assorted sashimi ($10.50). Jewel- 
like, sparkling pieces of raw fish gar- 
nished with daikon (Japanese white 
radish) and carrots were once again as 
fresh as could be. Two types of tuna, 
squid, salmon, octopus and abalone 
were served on one large plate. Our 
favorites were melt-in-your-mouth 
tuna and abalone, tasting as if they had 
just been plucked from the sea. 

Tempura ($6.50) can be ordered as a 
full entree or as a small side dish 
Prawns, carrots, broccoli, sweet 
potato, string beans and zucchini 
coated with an exquisite batter, then 
deep-fried, make some of the most 
delicate and greaseless tempura | have 
ever had. Purposely arranged in a 
“*teepee’’ fashion to prevent a sticky or 
gummy coating from forming, the 
spears of tempura arrive light and 
crispy. This item should not be 
overlooked. 

We followed tempura with a popular 
choice, chicken teriyaki. For the very 
reasonable price of $6.20, you can have 
two ample pieces of chicken breast 
served with teriyaki sauce and a small 
salad. I was slightly disappointed with 
the choice of two pieces of white meat 
— dark meat is generally more tender 
and always more flavorful — but | 
think most Americans like white meat. 
Slightly dry, but still tasty, the chicken 
is a good choice for unadventurous or 
picky eaters. 

Hot sake ($3.60), plum or traditional 
wine or Asian or domestic beer are 
available for dinner and lunch. 

Hana is one of many ‘‘avenues”’ 
Japanese restaurants, and sometimes 
it’s difficult to make an intelligent deci- 
sion about where to eat when there are 
so many places to choose from. I could 
probably spend the rest of the year 
reviewing Japanese or Chinese restau- 
rants in the Sunset and Richmond 
districts and never get to each one. But 
I can recommend Hana on Irving 
Street — the food is wholesome, plen- 
tiful and deliberate. The kitchen seems 
to really care about the food, presenta- 
tion and flavor combinations. Service 
is friendly and sincere. An additional 
benefit is that parking is not too dil- 
ficult. |

A TRAVELER’S FEAST 


Western Turkey is a cornucopia of ancient and modern delights

ESTERN AND 
Southern Turkey are 
a traveler’s feast. 
Marvel follows upon 
unexpected marvel, 
and few of the hardships that West- 
erners have been over-warned about 
are any longer bothersome. Cliches 
about the dirt, backwardness, bad 
roads, worse drivers, poor accom- 
modations and menacing figures in 
darkened alleys are simply untrue. 

In addition, it is fascinating to 
observe the nation’s effort to in- 
dustrialize and to build a prosperous 
and politically strong democracy. 
Finally, its people are extremely pro- 
American and are ever-ready to express 
it, providing the now-rare opportunity 
to observe a friendly portion of the 
Moslem world. 

We learned this not by visiting Istan- 
bul, nor on an Aegean cruise that stops 
at Ephesus and Troy. We learned it by 
driving the country ourselves. Because 
we are senior citizens (what the French 
so delicately call ‘‘personnes d’un cer- 
tain age’), my wife and I had hesitated 
abit to do so, but once we had made an 
easy exit from Ankara (following per- 
fect directions from Hertz) and gone 
only a few miles eastward on Route 
200, an excellent two-lane macadam 
highway, we wondered why we had 
been concerned. 

In the next four and one-half weeks, 
we drove 3,600 trouble-free miles on 
everything from principal highways to 
barely visible car tracks leading to ar- 
chaelogical sites in mountain areas. In 
view of our extended trip, the rental 
agency took special care to provide a 
Turkish-built Fiat that was almost new, 
a consideration we did not request but 
that we came to recognize as typical 
of the friendly, helpful Turkish people 
(indeed, the people themselves became, 
in a sense, the high point of our trip). 

We had no language problem. Staffs 
in hotels and in some restaurants and 





service establishments speak English, 
and young people are eager to practice 
it. If you speak any German it will come 
in handy, as many Turks speak it. We 
felt completely safe everywhere, day 
and night. 

Our itinerary was east from Ankara 
for 125 miles to Bogazkoy, site of the 
ancient Hittite capital of Hattusas, 
then south to the town of Urgup on the 
border of Cappadocia, then west 
across the plain of Konya, a vast 
granary and source of sugar beets that 
testifies to the agricultural self- 
sufficiency of Turkey. En route one 
can visit the 13th-century Sultanhani, 
the best-preserved of the ancient 
caravanserais. It is to be restored for 
use, once again, as an inn. 

The city of Konya was the seat of the 
ancient Seljuk dynasty and also its in- 
tellectual center. It was the home of 
Mevlana Jelaluddin Rumi, the 13th- 
century Islamic mystic, poet and 
philosopher, who founded the sect of 
the Whirling Dervishes (the Dervishes 
still perform every December). If a trip 
to Turkey did little more than in- 
troduce one to the lyrical poetry of the 
Mevlana, that alone would make the 
trip worthwhile for some. 

The tiled, hushed mausoleum that 
contains the Mevlana’s enormous 
draped casket and those of his suc- 
cessors is a shrine for the faithful of 
Islam. It also contains some of the 
oldest and very finest Persian and 
Turkish carpets. Standing in this silent 
place, watching visitors, pilgrims and 
kerchiefed peasant women in their 
floral-patterned, baggy, low-crotched 
trousers shuffling reverently through 
the half-lit rooms, one is conscious of a 
consummate physical expression of the 
cultural difference from the West. 

From Konya we drove west on Route 
330 through mountainous lake country 
that is a hunting and fishing wonder- 
land, then south to Antalya on the 
Mediterranean. Thence west on the new 
coastal highway, on one side wooded, 
green islands and a sparkling blue sea, 


on the other the mountainous home- 
lands of the Trojan allies. Finally, north 
up the Aegean coast through Troy and 
around the Sea of Marmara to Istanbul. 
The drive from Antalya to Bodrum (an- 
cient Halicarnassus) must be the equal in 
beauty of any coastal highway in the 
world. In the Mediterranean, only the 
western coast of Corsica can compare at 
all, and Corsica has a wildness that 
makes it altogether different. 

The glory of western Turkey is its ar- 
chaeology — Hittite, Hellenic and 
Roman. On mainland Greece one tends 
to visit what are essentially monu- 
ments. This is much less true of Turkey. 
Instead, one finds the remains of an- 
cient city after ancient city. Such is their 
extent that they almost spring to life, 
and such their beauty and preservation 
that the physical splendor of the 
classical world dazzles the imagination. 
It finally registers that it was not just 
impressive — it was wonderful, and 
sometimes awesome. 

The jewel is Aphrodisias, 90 miles in- 
land from Ephesus and as different 
from it as could be. Ephesus, unfailing- 
ly visited by the tour groups because of 
its size and state of preservation, was a 
rich commercial port — a New York 
City, and a vast heaping-up of marble, 
without much charm. But Caesar 
Augustus, when young, chose the 
cultural center of Aphrodisias ‘‘from 
among all the cities in Asia for myself.” 

Bypassed by many tour groups, 
Aphrodisias has been called the 
Florence of the ancient world. It rests in 
a long, broad valley, lined by low 
mountains that assume a purplish blue 
haze in the afternoon light. These 
mountains contained the quarries from 
which great architects, marble workers 
and sculptors created the city. Restored 
columns of striated gray-blue marble of 
greatest beauty line its marble baths 
and walkways. 

The museum houses statues of its 
leading citizens that equal those of

Athens. So harmonious is the gently 
contoured theater, and so soft the 
mood engendered by the cream- 
colored marble selected for it by its 
builders, that one leaves its little world 
of restfulness and beauty only by an act 
of will. It is a perfect structure — 
perfectly conceived, perfectly ex- 
ecuted. Unquestionably, Aphrodisias 
was one of the loveliest cities of all time. 

The list of sites goes on and on. The 
towering, superbly crafted Temple of 
Apollo at Didyma, an hour south of 
Ephesus, is monumentally awesome. 
Pergammum, atop a lofty mountain 
crag, had a library second only to that 
at Alexandria. Unhappily, Mark 
Antony gave it to Cleopatra, moved no 
doubt by her love of reading. She trans- 
ferred it to Alexandria, where it was 
subsequently destroyed. 

With a car one can move readily 
from the antiquities to the cities of 
modern Turkey, which are totally ig- 
nored by tour organizers. They are 
typically just five minutes off a free- 
way, bustling with energy, filled with 
busy shops of every kind and stores 
with all the accoutrements of urban 
life, jammed with traffic and shoppers 
and devoid of tourists. 

One example is Izmit, just east of 
Istanbul, and there are several along 
the south shore of the Sea of Marmara. 
Kayserai, in central Turkey, also 
qualifies. There are many others. A few 
hours spent wandering the streets of 
these cities can be a pleasure and an 
education. The people will be friendly 
and helpful and, among other things, 
you will to your eternal joy discover the 
“‘sweets’’ shops of Turkey, the most 
delightful introduction I can imagine to 
Turkish cuisine. 

Eating in Turkey can, indeed, be a 
moveable feast, though if one is adven- 
turous the experience will have its ups 
and downs as one visits more remote 
locations. The fruit — for example, the 
tangerines, which are everywhere — 
has a fresh and natural taste that does 
not exist in the United States. 

The yogurt dishes, in superb variety, 
are the best I have ever had. The white 
sheep’s milk cheese is sweeter than 
Greek feta. With black olives, honey 
and toast, it will be your daily breakfast, 
and one you will hate to say goodbye to. 

The kebab and vegetable dishes are 
excellent, but you should avoid fish 
skewered in restaurant display cases — 
the refrigeration sometimes wanes. The 
wine is only fair and the popular local 
drink, raki, rarely pleases a Western 
palate. All in all, a taste for beer (which 
is good in Turkey), tea, bottled water 
and the superb Turkish coffee (the only 
coffee I have ever thought worthy of 
human consumption) will see you 
through. 

Some enjoyable hotels are: The Ed- 
wardian Pera Palas, with its Turkish 
reception hall, in Istanbul; the modern 
Talya, with a superb view of the 
magnificent bay of Antalya and the 
mountains plunging to the water’s 
edge; the Turban Motel at Urgup, near 
Cappadocia. There are many small 
hotels and motels near archaeological 
sites that will serve quite well, and 
where deficiencies are more than offset 
by the friendliness of the staff and their 
desire to help. - 

Some good guidebooks: The most 
practical is probably Turkey, a Travel 
Survival Kit, in the Lonely Planet 
Series; The Cadogan Guide, Turkey, is 
excellent and enjoyable; Baedeker’s 
Turkish Coast is basic and quite useful; 
Fodor’s Turkey (1988 edition) is stan- 
dard. For archaeology, George Bean’s 
Aegean Turkey, Turkey, the Southern 
Shore, Turkey Beyond the Maender 
and Lycia are unequalled, but they are 
out of print and hard to find in the 
United States. One can obtain at least 
the first two in Istanbul and Ankara, 
and should make the effort. The Lone- 


ly Planet and the Cadogan Guide list 
other reading matter. One or two of the 
“My Years in Turkey’’ type are current- 
ly in the bookstores for around $17, 
and worth 50 cents, unless you value 
your time. 

A warning: One should not buy, or 
try to bring out, archaeological items. 
Penalties can be severe, including jail, 
and the Turks don’t bluff. Knives are 
not to be brought into Turkey, so don’t 
be surprised at the confiscation of any- 
thing bigger than your pocketknife. A 
hotel tip: Buy a light bulb of at least 100 
watts or you will do no reading in your 
room at night. 

Finally, two museums should not be 
missed: The Museum of the Ancient 
Orient, near Topkapi Palace in Istan- 
bul, and the Museum of Anatolian Cul- 
tures (formerly called the Hittite 
Museum) in Ankara. The collection in 
the latter of artistic masterpieces from 
the pre-classical ancient world — Hittite, 
Hattian, Phrygian, Urartian — is une- 
qualled anywhere. It is a perfect museum. 

The Museum of the Ancient Orient is 
one of the greatest archaeological 
museums in Europe. Among many 
superb monumental Hittite sculptures 
one finds also a sand-colored clay tab- 
let, only five inches across, on which a 
minute script sets forth the world’s 
oldest known treaty. It is a mutual as- 
sistance pact between the Hittite king, 
Hattusilis, and Ramses II, in which a 
worried Pharaoh recites that, should 
Egypt be attacked by the ‘‘Peoples of 
the Sea,’’ the Hittites will send infantry 
and archers and ‘‘will slay my 
enemies.’’ Hope springs eternal. |

LTHOUGH 
Trinh T. Minh-Ha makes films that involve ‘‘Third 
World” cultures in Africa and Asia, she doesn’t 
consider herself an ‘‘ethnographic’’ filmmaker. 
Her first two films — 1982’s Reassemblage and 
1985’s Naked Spaces — Living Is Round — ‘‘are 
just films about Africa,’ says the Vietnam native 
who now teaches at San Francisco State. 

“They challenge the language of the ethno- 
graphic film, for example, by questioning the posi- 
tion of authority from which anthropologists offer 
knowledge of other cultures. In film, that translates 
into the way the camera is used, and the way the 
editing is done.”” And the god-like voice-over that, 
in most of the National Geographic-style document- 
aries we’ve seen on TV, ‘‘explains”’ the culture for 
us. Reassemblage, says Trinh, is ‘‘about”’ Senegal, 
but “‘evolves around an empty subject, challenging 
the preconceived ideas and attitudes people have 
when they come in to film a culture.’ 

This Sunday, San Francisco Cinematheque 
premieres her newest work, Surname Viet Given 
Name Nam. It looks at the history of Vietnam 
through a focus on the condition of women in that 
country. Her sources range from an oral tradition 
of folk-poetry to interviews with people in Viet- 
nam and the U.S. Feminism, she says, ‘‘is a new 
way of reading Vietnamese culture.”’ 

Like her earlier two works, the filmtakey'a 
non-traditional approach to the decumentaryy 
Trinh was interested in how, t6 translate wirat’she

faces of a culture, into a readable film. The 
materials in the film came from several sources — 
footage she shot on 16mm and super-8 as well as 
archival footage, for example. She uses this 
‘‘diversity of texture”’ as a direct expression of the 
cultural diversity in Vietnam. 

Born in Vietnam, Trinh came to the U.S. in 
1970. Since then her interests have included 
musical composition, poetry, prose and now 
filmmaking. ‘‘Film is a medium that allows me to 
pull together my interests in poetry, visual arts 
and music. It’s not a question of giving one up, 
but of relating.” 

Trinh’s Surname Viet Given Name Nam plays 
Sun/19 at 8 pm at the SF Art Institute, 800 
Chestnut, SF. 558-8129. It also will play in April at 
both-the Roxie in SF and the Pacific Film Archive 
in Berkeley.

Two films try to get away with murder

PERSON trying to help 
a murder suspect falls in 
love with him or her with- 
out knowing whether she 
or he is guilty or inno- 
cent. That identical premise is more 
successfully played for laughs in Her 


Alibi than for suspense in Physical 


Evidence. 

Inside every critic there’s an average 
viewer struggling to get out. Mine 
escaped for most of Her Alibi, and 
found it the screen’s most rollicking 
romantic comedy since Romancing the 
Stone. Sure, director Bruce Beresford 
is slumming, but the result, however 
unambitious, is his most fully-realized 
film since Tender Mercies. 

Tom Selleck stars as Philip Black- 
wood, author of Death of a Critic 
(shudder!), Sayonara, Cyanide and 
other mysteries about ‘‘Peter Swift,” 
the alter ego who’s everything Phil 
would like to be. Trying to end a long 
dry spell, he goes to a courtroom in 
search of ideas. There he sees Nina 
(Paulina Porizkova), a beautiful 
Romanian student accused of murder- 
ing one of her countrymen in New 


York, and does he get ideas! 

His ‘‘cold heart turned to molten 
lava’’ at the sight of her, he writes, he 
begins his best book in years. He in- 
vents a story about having been with 
her at the time of the murder, gets her 
out of jail and takes her to his house in 
the country for continued inspiration. 
Excerpts on the soundtrack illustrate 
how freely and fancifully he’s adapting 
his own experiences into those of Peter 
Swift. 

Suspicious police lieutenant James 
Farentino warns Phil that if Nina’s 
guilty and he’s lying, she may kill him 
to keep him from changing his story. 
He’s curious about whether she’s a 
killer, but his love for her is as uncondi- 
tional as it is unrequited. ‘‘Do any of us 
really know the person we fall in love 
with?’’ he writes. ‘‘Was this woman to 
be his lover or murderer?’ 

Strange things start happening which 
could be accidents or murder attempts 
with Phil as the target. Then there are 
these three ominous Romanian men 
who keep following Nina. . . 

As Phil waits for love to happen, 
Nina also becomes impatient. After 
reading some of his books she asks 
about Peter Swift, ‘‘He never makes 
love to the women that he helps. He’s 
gay?’’ Phil assures her he isn’t: “It’s a 
code he lives by.”’ 

Needless to say, the code is eventual- 
ly broken and the mystery solved. It’s 
largely predictable and certainly breaks 
no new cinematic ground, but Her 
Alibi proudly and very commercially 


takes its place in a grand movie tradi- 
tion of crowd-pleasing comedies. 

Selleck is no Cary Grant, but his role 
is filled with the style of self- 
deprecating humor he perfected in 
eight years of Magnum P.I. Porizkova 
has the Ingrid Bergman part, and it’s 
nice to see someone besides Isabella 
Rossellini filling those shoes so well. 
The famous model is used mostly for 
her beauty here, but is able to handle 
whatever acting crumbs are thrown at 
her along the way. 

I’d better close this because my 
critical side is coming back. He says he 
hardly cracked a smile through the en- 


‘tire movie. Maybe that’s because he 


wasn’t in the theater. (Let him get his 
own alibi!) 


FTER TOO many bad films 
and too long a hiatus, Burt 
Reynolds’ acting career has 
been in the toilet. Good (Malone), bad 
(Heat) or indifferent (Switching Chan- 
nels), his movies have been ignored by 
the people who once flocked to them. 

He’s had better luck as a television 
producer with Win, Lose or Draw, and 
may havea hit with B.L. Stryker, which 
debuted Monday; but as a film star he 
hasn’t been able to get arrested. 

Until now. In Physical Evidence he 
gets arrested. And charged with 
murder. Reynolds plays Joe Paris, a 
Boston cop on suspension for throwing 
his partner through a window to pro- 
tect an unarmed suspect. He had a 
motive, and the murder weapon is 
found amid the debris in his apartment. 

“Paris deserves one of these 
broads,’’ one of the public defenders 
says when Theresa Russell starts cam- 
paigning to be assigned to the case. She 
sees it as a chance to make a name for 
herself. Reynolds sees her as a rich 
dilettante, ‘‘a Vassar version of Tar- 
zan.’’ At least she has some Peace 
Corps time in her past, but she’s living 
with yuppier Ted McGinley, a stock- 
broker who resents her dedication to 
the case. ‘“What am I becoming that’s 
so intolerable?’’ she asks him. ‘‘Man- 
nish,’’ he responds. 

For all that she manages to keep 
herself in fairly steady jeopardy 
throughout the film, always rushing in 
to places where murderers might be 
lurking. For that matter, Reynolds 
might be a murderer; but he doesn’t act 
nearly as suspicious as just about 
everyone else. There’s Officer Strickler 
(Ray Baker), for instance, who doesn’t 
get three words of small talk out of his 
mouth before we know he’s guilty of 
something. 

The murder victim was blackmailing 
half of Boston, so there are no end of 
suspects; but if Reynolds isn’t guilty, 
someone did a good job of framing 
him. It’s so convoluted and at times 
ridiculous that you may not care who 
the killer is by the time you find out. 

Reynolds isn’t bad in what begins as 
one of his harder-edged roles but soon 
softens into his usual tough/tender 
screen self. His part is actually second- 
ary to that of Russell, who is miscast 
as a distaff Perry Mason. Maybe the 
writers should share the blame, but she 
hardly has a single credible moment. 
It’s a shame, when she can be a really 
fine actress. 

There are some good wisecracking 
moments, especially in one scene be- 
tween Reynolds and a receptionist, but 
the suspense never reaches the peak it 
should. Director Michael Crichton ac- 
quits himself poorly in this courtroom 
drama that lacks conviction and quick- 
ly degenerates from a whodunit to a 
whydeymakeit. 

Something else these two films have 
in common is that they exemplify a 
growing trend of having one city stand 
in for another. Her Alibi takes place in 
New York and its Connecticut suburbs, 
but was filmed in Baltimore. Most of 
the Boston-based Physical Evidence 
was shot in Toronto. When Dirty 
Harry starts shooting up Cleveland 
we’ll know things have gonetoo far.

Judy Small writes songs for real life

N HER new album, 

Home Front, Australian 

folksinger Judy Small 

sings a chilling song 

about waiting in the 
‘*Silo”’ for the order to launch a nuclear 
strike: ‘‘In the silos we sit and we wait 
for the bell/ That will tell us our 
masters have damned us to hell/ And 
the buttons we'll press, the missiles 
they'll fly/ And what will we think as 
we're waiting to die.”’ 

Few of us would want to assume that 
role, or that of ‘‘Just Another Crazy on 
the Street’’ from Small’s 1984 Ladies & 
Gems LP, or ‘“‘The Family Maiden 
Aunt’’ of 1985’s One Voice in the 
Crowd. But Small, who appears this 
Friday on the opening night of the 
Julie’s Place Bay Area Songwriters 
Festival, makes it her business to goad 
her imagination — and ours — into 
those and scores of other real-life situa- 
tions that describe the unfortunate 
state of the world. 

“‘Someone asked me the other day 
why I write songs in the first person 
when clearly they’re not my songs,”’ 
Small said in an interview last week at 
the Emeryville offices of Redwood 
Records, the independent company 
that distributes three of her albums in 
the U.S. ‘‘The tradition of folk music is 
to put yourself in other people’s shoes 
and tell their stories — I don’t see that 
there’s anything incongruous about 
that. 

‘‘All [say about myself,’’ Small con- 
tinues, “‘is that I am an ordinary, 
middle-class, white woman living in the 
1980s, and that’s what I sing about. 
And sometimes I sing songs from 
points of view that are not my own ex- 
perience, like ‘Silo.’ I’ve never sat in a 
silo like one of those guys, but I like to 


think that because I’m an ordinary hu- 
man being, other ordinary human be- 
ings might have the same sort of feel- 
ings that I do, and maybe I can express 
their feelings. The idea of ‘Silo’ is not to 
give an absolutely truthful version of 
how those guys think, but to say, I 
wonder, | wonder if that’s what they 
think? And to try to connect to the 
humanity in them.”’ 

Like most ordinary people, Small is 
remarkable up-close. She was born 35 
years ago in Coffs Harbour, New 
South Wales, a once-sleepy, banana- 
growing and fishing village that has 
since become a burgeoning resort town 
with the largest McDonald’s in the 
Southern Hemisphere. (That cultural 
transformation inspired Small to write 
about ‘‘hamburger imperialism’’ in 
*‘Golden Arches’’ on her new record.) 
She lives in a family situation with her 
partner, Sue, and Sue’s three teen-age 
children. 

Although immensely popular on the 
alternative music circuit, initially with 
women’s music audiences but now with 
a cross-section of fans as diverse as her 
song topics, Small is currently finishing 
a law degree at the University of 
Melbourne. She decided that perform- 
ing could be her living but that law 
would be her career after exhaustive 
touring left her so drained that she was 
unable to sing, even in the shower. ‘“‘My 
performances are much better because 
of that decision,’’ she says. And the 
career adjustment has preserved her 
most remarkable characteristic, a stun- 
ning voice that hits notes perfectly 
across a broad spectrum of feeling. 

But Small’s split focus has taken 
none of the edge off her songwriting. 
Among Home Front’s highlights are 
“Planning for the Future,’’ a poignant 
tune about a woman who is always sac- 
rificing her goals for husband and 
children; ‘‘You Don’t Speak For Me,”’ 
an angry “The Times They Are 
A-Changin’ ’’-styled diatribe against 
“You who poison the airwaves with 
your Ghengis Khan views”’ and ‘*You

who call yourselves patriots swastika 
style’’; ‘‘When the Party’s Over,’’ a 
protest against the bicentennial cele- 
bration of Australia’s colonization; 
and ‘‘Song For Jacqueline,’’ a personal 
reminiscence of the late cellist Jac- 
queline du Pre. 

The issues, even when originating 
Down Under, translate easily in North 
America. ‘‘What that teaches ,us,”’ 
Small explains, ‘‘is that we’re the same 
people. Australia has been like flavor 
of the month over here for about five 
years now — that is, we live in the 
dominant culture but we don’t live in 
the dominant nation of that culture. 
But we speak the same language, so 
what we have isa fresh perspective in an 
understandable language.”’ 

Small takes issue with the common 
charge aimed at non-pop political 
singer-songwriters that they sing to an 
audience already committed to the 
same views. ‘‘When people accuse me 
of preaching to the converted,”’ she 
says, ‘‘even if that were all that I did 
and I don’t think it is, I say that would 
still be a valid and worthwhile thing to 
do. Hymn-singing in church is not 
about preaching, it’s about sustaining 
the congregation, and our congrega- 
tion needs sustenance just as much. 
The people who are out there doing the 
grass-roots work need that, they need 
to feel like they’re not alone, like other 
people know what they’re going 
through and believe the same things, 
and music can do that. That’s what I 
got when I was growing up hearing 
Peter, Paul & Mary, Joan Baez and 
Dylan, and later Peggy Seeger and Hol- 
ly Near.”’ 

That sort of inspirational sustenance 
hinges not upon good politics and good 
intentions but rather good songwriting, 
and that’s what makes Small such 
an appropriate participant in this 
weekend’s ambitious Songwriters Fes- 
tival. Her best-known song is probably 
‘‘Mothers, Daughters, Wives,’’ a 
tribute to the womenfolk, confined to 
sex-typed roles, who have watched 
three generations of men go off to war. 
“T feel like I'll never write a song as 
good as that again,’’ Small says, “‘in the 
sense of saying what I wanted to say at 
the time, in the way I wanted to say it, 
and with music and images that fit all 
the way through it. Academically, it’s 
an almost perfect song, and I'll never 
get that good again. But that doesn’t 
mean I won’t write things again.” 

Small’s ambition is not necessarily to 
be remembered by one tune or another 
but for her songs to become part of a 
common tradition, and she doesn’t fret 
over what labels people put on her 
work. ‘‘I don’t mind it being labeled 
folk music,”’ she explains. ‘‘Folk music 
is an old and honorable tradition and 
I’m very proud to belong to it. In 
Australia I have a bit of a problem 
because folk music is seen as the music 
of the shearers and the drovers and 
women are very much left out. I always 
refer to myself as a singer-songwriter 
but I fee/ like a folksinger. 

“Folk is where I feel comfortable, 
folk is where I fit,’’ Small laughs. ‘‘My 
ambition as a songwriter is that in 30 
years’ time I’ll come across someone 
singing one of my songs and I'll say 
‘Hey, where did you get that song?’ 
and they’ll say, ‘I don’t know, it’s just 
an old folk song.’ ”” B

A post-modern look at conspiracy theories 


IN PERPETUITY THROUGHOUT THE

E’RE SOMEWHERE 

in the upper reaches 

of a Manhattan high- 

rise. It’s well after 

midnight. While most 
of the city sleeps, a crew of ghostwriters 
huddles over word processors, grinding 
out pulp verbiage about the left-wing- 
Jewish-Catholic-Asian conspiracy to 
take over America. It’s a dirty little job, 
but somebody’s got to make this racist 
crap readable. . . . Or do they? 

Eric Overmyer’s recent play, In 
Perpetuity Throughout the Universe, 
eventually gets around to asking (and 
answering) that question. But, verbal 
entertainer that he is, Overmyer spends 
a lot of time laying out the dimensions 
of his nightmare world of crackpot 
conspiracies and not-so-paranoid fan- 
tasies first. Sharon Ott’s dazzling 
mounting of Jn Perpetuity at the 
Eureka Theatre sucks you right into 
that nightmare and holds you there, 
even when the script falters. 

From the enigmatic opening image 
of asuited-up Asian man with long, red 
fingernails doing t’ai chi moves atop an 
ornate desk, Jn Perpetuity keeps the 
audience guessing. Kent Dorsey’s ef- 
fective set divides the action into three 
separate areas bordered by white tub- 
ing, and you never know which frame 
you'll be looking into next. And the 
hyped-up dialogue boasts so many 
twists, turns, asides, digressions and 


tonal flip-flops that you never know 
what you'll be hearing next, either. 

The show starts off as cartoony, up- 
town satire, and segues into creepy 
suspense. Christine (played by Ellen 
McLaughlin) and her Chinese-Ameri- 
can lover, Dennis (Francois Chau) are 
both professional ghostwriters, glib 
and cynical about everything but each 
other. Their Woody Allenish idea of 
fun is making a list of who should be 
shot after the revolution. Madonna, 
Garrison Keillor and all the mimes in 
the world are on it. 

Bored with her current ghostwriting 
position, Christine interviews for a job 
at Montage, the vanity press where 
Dennis works. Montage’s sleekly butch 
owner, Maria (Lorri Holt) and her dit- 
zy assistant Buster (Sigrid Wurschmidt) 
inform her that they only produce con- 
spiracy books aimed at right-wing 
“Great Basin Plateau’’ readers. ‘‘It’s 
more than a market,’’ Maria crows, 
“it’s a constituency.”’ 

It certainly is. A veteran ghostwriter, 
played by Charles Dean, fills us in with 
a laundry list of extant conspiracy 
theories that would put The Realist to 
shame. They range from the harmless 
(chain letters), to the laughable (did the 
Vatican really engineer the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln?), to the truly 
frightening (Japan’s recent fascination 
with the idea of worldwide Jewish 
cabals). 

Christine gets hired, and goes right to 
work hacking out an anti-Asian novel 
for white supremacy theorist Amper- 
sand Qwerty (Ken Grantham). She just 
sits down at her computer and gets busy 
incorporating Qwerty’s racist theories 
into a modern Fu Manchu tale about 
plague-carrying Hmong refugees, in- 
scrutable drug traffickers and sexy 
Russian spies. But eventually the 


political implications of the literary 
toxic waste she’s churning out, and her 
suspicions about Qwerty himself, get to 
her. By the time she tries to back out of 
the deal, it’s already too late. 

What we have here is a modern fable 
about selling out — a recurrent theme 
these days, and a common concern 
among playwrights like Overmyer, 
who stay alive penning stuff they half- 
believe in for TV. But this is no simple 
tale of moral awakening. Overmyer is 
an avowed enemy of “‘linear narra- 
tive,’’ a regular pinball wizard of a 
writer who loves to get lots of colored 
lights flashing and bells clanging at 
once. As a result, Jn Perpetuity romps 
all over the stylistic map: It’s a con- 
voluted suspense thriller, a postmodern 
pastiche of image and wordplay and a 
postcards-from-the-edge look into the 
dark abyss of American racism and 
neo-fascism. 

Overmyer’s assertion that there’s a 
lot to be righteously paranoid about 
gets a big boost from this Berkeley Rep- 
Eureka Theatre co-production. The 
director, Sharon Ott, is at her best 
when she establishes a strong visual 
aesthetic. Teamed up here with set and 
lighting designer Kent Dorsey (her bril- 
liant partner on Yankee Dawg You Die 
and Tooth of Crime), she creates a 
spooky nocturnal netherworld with 
smoke, shafts of light cutting into fields 
of darkness, vivid slashes of color and 
those Brechtian frames that make us all 
voyeurs. The actors perform in sync 
with the show’s heightened visual and 
verbal rhythms, with particularly effec- 
tive contributions by Charles Dean and 
Bay Area newcomer Francois Chau. 

Despite its tireless verbal energy, Jn 
Perpetuity sags badly in the second act. 
Its too late, too little suspense subplot 
about a ‘‘disappeared’’ ghostwriter 
misses the mark, and Christine never 
really fleshes out as a protagonist you 
can believe in. Despite her involvement 
with an Asian-American man, it takes 
her forever to question the Aryan 
supremacy propaganda she’s writing. 
And when her early behavior gets ra- 
tionalized away with a monologue 
about how, down deep, we’re all really 
fascinated with evil, you don’t buy it 
for a minute. 

Even with his distaste for the conven- 
tional narrative and characterization, 
Overmyer could have done better. But 
even with its obvious flaws, this troub- 
ling, original work deserves a public 
airing. Thanks to the combined artistry 
of two of the Bay Area’s best theaters, 
it gets a very good one. |
